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FRENCH CLAIM 
OLIGHT GAINS 


Churchill Tells England 
Army Fights Bitterly To 
Protect Channel Ports 


LONDON, (tP) — Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill told Commons 
today that German forces have 
reached the important channel port 
of Boulogne and heavy fighting in 
and around the city is now going on. 

Boulogne is only 30 miles from 
the British coast and is but 18 miles 
from Calais, the nearest French 
channel port to England—only 22 
miles from Dover. 

German armored columns, re- 
vealed Churchill, have cut around 
behind the Allied army in Belgium 
and are seeking to interrupt com- 
munications lines. 

It was said here that loss of 
Boulogne would be a terrific blow to 
the Allies and probably would 
quickly make Calais untenable, thus 
endangering any attempt to evacu- 
ate the Allied army in northern 
France. 

DRIVE FOR CALAIS 

BERLIN, ‘U)—German troops are 
driving for Calais and carrying the 
battle ever closer to England, the 
official DNB news agency reported 
today. 

(The official German agency made 
no mention of the battle raging at 
Boulogne revealed by Prime Minis- 
ter Winston Churchill in Commons), 

The agency said that attacks 
along the flanks of the German 
Corridor across France had been re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to the Al- 
lies but warned that the Allied army 
in northern France and Belgium 
still is powerful and will not be 
broken without heavy battles. 

The strongest Allied force, DNB 
indicated, is in the neighborhood of 
Valenciennes along the Belgian- 
French border.

TO TRAP ALLIES 
IN BELGIUM

Allied defense lines in France to the 
the English channel port of Bou- 
logne today and Great Britain pre- 
pared feverishly against the immi- 
nent threat of invasion.
